

More turbulence in the council 
chamber as it all gets personal

A MEETING called to 
make a final decision 
on whether the On- 
baord Jurassic Airlines 
simulator could return 
to Lyme Regis over 
winter descended into 
a personal argument 
between town council¬ 
lors. 

As reported in last 
week’s View, Lyme Regis 
Development Trust and 
Hartnell Creative Commu¬ 
nications requested that 
the aeroplane simulator, 
which proved popular in 
Lyme during the Fossil 


Festival, be set up inside 
the Jubilee Pavilion on 
Marine Parade for a three- 
month stint, from October 
22nd to January 22nd. 

Councillors gave an in 
principal agreement for the 
return of Jurassic Airlines, 
but were told two other 
bookings had been made 
for the Jubilee Pavilion 
over this period. It was de¬ 
cided that the deputy town 
clerk, John Wright, would 
negotiate with those who 


had made the bookings 
and report back to the 
council at an extraordinary 
meeting, which was held 
on Wednesday night, when 
the final go ahead was 
given to the project. 

40-minute row 
However, the discussion 
descended into a 40- 
minute row between coun¬ 
cillors, with claims of 
personal interests not 
being declared, “point 
scoring” and rude emails 


being made. 

The deputy town clerk 
reported that he had spo¬ 
ken to those who had made 
the two bookings, one of 
which was for Bonfire 
Night and would not be af¬ 
fected by the simulator. 
The second booking was 
for Cancer Research UK’s 
Great Lyme Regis Christ¬ 
mas Pudding Race on De- 
cemeber 15th, organisers 
of which had booked the 
pavilion for indoor events. 

They asked that if the 
simulator was given the 
go-ahead, the following 
conditions were met: 
Jurassic Airlines doesn’t 
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open on the day until 2pm; 
that the right side of the 
pavilion be made available 
in the event of poor 
weather; and that Jurassic 
Airlines considers making 
a donation to the charity. 

Mr Wright also reported 
that he had spoken to the 
council’s insurers and 


there would be no extra 
cost to have Jurassic Air¬ 
lines operate in the shel¬ 
ters, and that costs of risk 
assessments and drawing 
up of a license would be 
covered by those running 
the project. 

The town council will re¬ 
ceive 10 per cent of profits 


over the three months, ex¬ 
pected to total £2,990. 
Councillor Daryl Turner 
asked if this figure was re¬ 
alistic. Chief executive of 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, Marcus Dixon, said 
the simulator had been at 
85 per cent capacity in 
both Lyme and Weymouth 


in the summer and he was 
confident they could target 
potential passengers 
through their website. 

Councillor Turner said: 
“Ten per cent of nothing is 
still nothing!”

through Walford Craft Mill and Shop Dorset. 


• WHAT are the influences on your designs? 

The endless combinations of colours, shapes and tex¬ 
tures inspires new pieces - necklaces, bracelets and ear¬ 
rings from easy-to-wear items to special occasion 
designs created for that wow factor. 

• HOW do you manage to juggle work and family 
life? 

A very supportive partner who is man enough to use 
an iron or oven without it threatening his masculinity. I 
know I'm lucky to often pick my daughter up from 
school although it regularly means working late into the 
evening to repay the privilege but I would be bored if I 
wasn't so busy and relish new challenges as a way to 
keep life interesting. 
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• IS the internet killing the high street? 

I think people will always enjoy visiting the high street 
and the more sociable experience it offers. But with 
busy lives, the internet can offer an alternative shop¬ 
ping experience when we haven't the time to pound 
the pavement for what we are looking for. With Shop 
Dorset you don't lose the personal touch as you are 
dealing direct with each of our retailers, many of whom 
are one-man or woman bands.

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ArtsFest project wins £30,000 grant 


LYME Regis ArstFest has won a £30,000 grant 
for its ongoing project Re:collection. 

ArtsFest organisers Karol Kulik, Chrsitine Al¬ 
lison, Wendy Davies and Peter Wiles were de¬ 
lighted to announce that they had successfully 
secured the grant from the National Lottery, 
through Arts Council England. 

Recollection is a collaborative project with 
Lyme Regis Museum, in which artists take in¬ 
spiration from the museum’s collections to cre¬ 
ate original, new works across the arts spectrum. 
It was launched at this year’s ArtsFest and the 
grant will now support 16 Recollection projects 
involving 20 artists. 

The organising team said: “To achieve signif¬ 
icant public funding in today’s climate is a huge 


vote of confidence in the quality of our artists 
and their proposals, as well as in ArtsFest’s abil¬ 
ity to deliver results. 

“We’d like to thank the museum staff and vol¬ 
unteers who’ve shared our enthusiasm for 
Recollection from the start, but ultimate credit 
goes to the artists whose projects were so well 
conceived and imaginative. 

“ArtsFest is truly proud that as we start our 
second decade of organising art events in Lyme 
Regis we now have the opportunity to support 
even more solidly the talented artists who live 
here and to provide for the first time a full year’s 
worth of exciting art activities for the local com¬ 
munity and visitors alike.” 

Museum director David Tucker was equally 


pleased with the news. 

He said: “It is fantastic to see the museum’s 
collections being interpreted in new ways and 
providing inspiration to Lyme’s current artists. 
The success will no doubt invigorate further the 
town’s already vibrant arts community and the 
museum looks forward to playing its part in this 
new activity.” 

The majority of artworks being created for 
Recollection will be unveiled next year, but 
ArtsFest organisers and the museum were keen 
to offer the public some sneak previews of the 
work in progress over up-coming months. 

Five Recollection artists will be curating their 
own exhibitions in the Rotunda Gallery over the 
next 10 months. 



Private emails cause a stir

Councillor Chris Clipson then spoke strongly against pri¬ 
vate emails between councillors that had been circulated 
that week on the subject of Jurassic Airlines. 

He said: “I can’t believe the emails that have been flying 
around between council members this week and I have not 
responded because of the nature of the emails.” 

He added that the emails implied that the Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee, of which he is chairman, was “not on top” 
of the matter. 

Whilst he was speaking, Councillor Michaela Ellis raised 
her hand to speak. Addressing her, Councillor Clipson said: 
“Oh, I know what you are going to say, councillor.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, asked him not to 
make personal comments. 

Councillor Clipson continued: “I find it extraordinary that 
this churning goes on and no one has come to me, as chair¬ 
man of the Town Management Committee, and said this is 
a problem.” 

The Mayor reiterated that she didn’t want any personal 
comments made. 

In reply to Councillor Clipson, Councillor Owen Lovell 
argued: “As I have said before and you are going to get it 
again, I have the right to ask about anything on the minutes 
of a committee meeting that I was not at, and as you would¬ 
n’t have me on your committee, I will stick with that for the 
rest of the year.” 

Councillor Ellis added: “I take offence from your com¬ 
ment that you know what I’m going to say, you don’t know 
what I’m going to say.” 

She stressed that the council should have received the ap¬ 
plication from Jurassic Airlines much earlier and referred 
to the fact construction in the Jubilee Pavilion had already 
started, saying it shouldn’t have before the final decision 
was made. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said she had spoken to Jurassic 
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Airlines project manager, Lisa Quick, and was told the re¬ 
quest had been submitted in early September but they did 
not receive a reply for some time from the council. She 
agreed they should have dealt with it earlier but it was not 
necessarily the fault of Jurassic Airlines. 

Councillor Turner said his problem with construction of 
the simulator having already started was health and safety 
aspects, including the fact it would use a compressor. He 
asked if this had been taken into account and whether the 
insurers knew about all aspects of the simulator’s operation. 

Councillor Turner complained that these issues were not 
discussed at the previous Town Management Committee, 
adding: “We changed the name of that committee so the 
public knew what it was about - the town and its manage¬ 
ment. Not much management went on!” 

He later added: “My issue is the risk to this community 
and that is it.” 

The deputy town clerk told him that he had been con¬ 
scious of health and safety matters throughout the whole 
process. 

Frustrating point scoring 

Councillor Mark Gage said he thought the simulator was 
a “very positive thing”, adding that it would generate a lot 
of activity during an otherwise quiet time of year, that pas¬ 
sengers may visit local businesses and that they might return 
to the town in the future. 

“There is nothing but positives to be taken from this,” he 
added. 

Councillor Anita Williams said: “It is frustrating as ever 
to get bogged down with what seems to be point scoring be¬ 
tween councillors.” 

She added that she was “disappointed” with the emails 
that had been sent during the week and made reference to 
the Amusement Arcade, owned by Councillor George 
Symonds, saying that it would benefit from Jurassic Air¬ 
lines. 

Councillor Symonds replied: “My business interests are 
well-known in the town and on the Register of Interests.” 

Councillor Terry O’Grady asked him: “But are you not 
sponsoring the pudding race?” 

Councillor Symonds said he had made a one-off donation 
towards the event, adding: “I made a donation to a charity 
event. Is there a problem with that?” 

Councillor O’Grady replied: “I just thought you might

among bickering council 


have a pecuniary interest in that.” 

The Mayor interrupted to say it was down to individual 
councillors to decide if they had an interest in something or 
not. 

Councillor Ellis said: “I keep hearing about emails but I 
haven’t seen anything of these emails.” 

She said if information was being passed around, all coun¬ 
cillors should know of it. 

Councillor Fovell said the council had to decide whether 
the shelters complex was going to be used for recreational 
or commercial purposes. 

“You can snatch money from anyone for siting anything 
on the seafront. Everyone kn ows that and if you don’t you 
shouldn’t be here. But you need to find a balance,” he said. 

“Make your minds up - recreational or commercial? To 
keep it the nice seafront resort it is it has to be recreational. 
If you want to snatch all the money you will min it, it will 
end up like Blackpool.” 

It was then agreed to allow Jurassic Airlines to use the Ju¬ 
bilee Pavilion for three months, taking into account condi¬ 
tions of the Christmas Pudding Race organisers, health and 
safety issues, insurance maters and a slightly later finishing 
date of January 25th, which allowed three days after closing 
to dismantle to simulator. 

Councillor Williams requested a recorded vote. Ten coun¬ 
cillors voted in favour - Councillors Holman, Clipson, O’- 
Grady, Gage, Campbell, Rikey Austin, Ellis, Lorna Jenkin, 
Symonds and Williams. Councillor Turner voted against and 
Councillor Lovell abstained. Councillors Barbara Austin 
and Ann Bradbury were not present. 

Following the vote Councillor Turner asked to make an 
amendment that the insurance company was made aware of 
all fire escapes, the compressor and other operational as¬ 
pects of the simulator. 

The Mayor told him they had already voted on the matter, 
to which he argued that they had only created a “substantive 


motion”, which could be amended. The same argument 
from Councillor Turner caused controversy in the council 
chamber earlier this year when they were asked by police 
for alcohol restrictions in the public gardens and on Marine 
Parade, resulting in the council having to seek legal advice 
over procedural matters. 

In this case, councillors agreed that Councillor Turner’s 
amendment was already covered in the original proposal. 
• CONSTRUCTION of the Jurassic Airlines simulator 
continued after the final go-ahead was given and started op¬ 
erating on Sunday, offering two flights an hour with many 
fully booked. Those taking a trip 250 million years into the 
past to dinosaur-inhabited Pangea included Deputy Lieu¬ 
tenant of Dorset, Minnie Churchill, and the deputy town 
clerk John Wright. 

■ FOLLOWING the extraordinary meeting of Lyme 
Regis Town Council and Councillor Terry O'Grady's im¬ 
plication that, as a sponsor, Councillor George Symonds 
had a pecuniary interest in Cancer Research UK's Great 
Lyme Regis Christmas Pudding Race, Councillor 
Symonds released the following statment to the View : 

"At the last town council meeting, when Councillor 
O'Grady suggested that by supporting this event I may 
be doing so for financial gain, I was horrified. 

"Cancer Research UK is something I care a great deal 
about. Having lost my father to cancer last December, 
and my wife also losing her mother to cancer some 
years before, Cancer Research UK is something we have 
avidly supported for many years. 

"It is disgraceful that a councillor should stoop so low 
as to suggest my intentions were anything other than 
charitable." 

Councillor Symonds said he had declared his pecu¬ 
niary interests on the Register of Interests as required 
by the council's Code of Conduct.

A GROUP of volunteers from Charmouth have begun 
training in preparation for the takeover of the village li¬ 
brary. 

Local volunteers agreed to take on the library following 
Dorset County Council cuts. It will now be known as 
Charmouth Central to emphasise its more comprehensive 
role as a community facility. 


The volunteers were visited by a training team from 
Dorset County Library Service, led by Sharon Kirk¬ 
patrick, who outlined the service and spoke about how it 
will be embracing the digital age more extensively in the 
future by offering more online services, as well as con¬ 
tinuing the existing services to communities, schools, 
prisons, care-homes and those living alone who can’t get

out to source a library book. 

Details on how a typical library was operated were 
given and the necessary rules and regulations for their 
successful functioning. The meeting then split into four 
discussion groups to debate how to deal with various 
kinds of emergencies that might occur in or near to their 
library. 

David Wilson, Dorset County Council’s data protection 
officer spoke about the need for librarians, paid or vol¬ 
unteers, to be aware of the Data Protection Act 1998, and 
how it could affect anything recorded about another in¬ 
dividual in any format, including something heard as 
“gossip”. Volunteers were warned not to give out sensi¬ 
tive information at any time, for any reason. 

After lunch, Nicola Brown of Dorset Library Service 
explained how the county uses the Dewey Decimal 
method to classify books, and went on to explain how 
sub-divisions of this system divided books into readily 
accessible parts of any library under main groups of sub¬ 
ject-matter, such as science, with various sub-divisions 
within that group, such as chemistry or physics. 

Literature was handed out to help volunteers understand 
this sytem before they split into two groups for a book¬ 
finding exercise. 

Training will continue in November with hands-on ses¬ 
sions in Bridport and Lyme Regis libraries so volunteers 
can learn how to use the Library Management System, 
modified to be suitable for future volunteer use. 

A vote of thanks was offered to the Dorset County Li¬ 
brary staff and Mr Wilson for putting together a very in¬ 
teresting and helpful day. 

Hazel Robinson, chairman of Charmouth Central, is 
still very much seeking more, especially younger, volun¬ 
teers to enable the community managed library to open 
Monday to Friday afternoons and on Saturday mornings, 
with two volunteer staff per session.

Volunteer drivers 
urgently needed 
for car service 

THE Lyme Regis Voluntary Car Service urgently 
needs more drivers to help residents get to med¬ 
ical appointments. 

The car service was set up in Lyme Regis by TRIP, 
which runs similar programmes around the local 
area, four years ago in response to a demand 
from residents who were having problems get¬ 
ting to medical appointments. 

Since then, volunteers have helped by carrying 
out almost 1,300 journeys but on nearly 280 oc- 
cassions trips have had to be cancelled. This is 
sometimes down to passengers being too ill to 
travel or cancelling, but often it has been down 
to having no drivers available. 

The service has recently been drafting in drivers 
from the Seaton service to fill gaps when Lyme 
drivers are busy or away. However, six new drivers 
are urgently needed to keep the service running 
successfully. 

Drivers don't need to commit a great deal of 
time on a regular basis and all their mileage 
charges are reimbursed at the current allowed 
rate of 45 pence per mile. 

Neil Hurcock who runs the service said:"Unless 
we can recruit new drivers soon, we may seri¬ 
ously have to consider suspending the service as 
we do not wish to offer locals an unreliable serv-

The invitation to holiday resi¬ 
dents to join in the wacky event 
came after a surge of enthusiasm 
locally for the festive-themed ob¬ 
stacle race, with a number of 
teams already entered from all 
parts of the town’s community. 

Nearing on 100 people are al¬ 
ready involved in the pudding 
race, in which teams of six have 
to carry a Christmas pudding 
through obstacles and over 
bouncy castles in aid of Cancer 
Research UK. 

The teams are also forming 
bizarre supporting groups to 
cheer on their competitors and 
planning over-the-top promo¬ 
tions. 

The Bohos, formed of Lyme 
artists led by Hugh Dunford 
Wood, are rumoured to be bring¬ 
ing a race horse as part of their 
guardedly-secret plans. Their ri¬ 
vals, The Lyme Mongers, led by 
cheesemonger Justin Tunstall 
and fishmonger Simon Bennett, 
are next month releasing “Mon¬ 
ger Monger”, a YouTube single 
sung by their cheelearder The 
Mongerettes. 


“Monger Monger”, sung in the 
style of The Archies’ “Sugar 
Sugar”, is being recorded and 
produced by musician and Lyme 
Regis TV editor Gordon 
“Nomad” Smith. 

Now the locals want to get “in¬ 
comers” involved as well and are 
urging those with second homes 
in the town to join in the festive 
fun. 

The official invitation to sec¬ 
ond-homers came from Lyme 
Mongers manager Geoff Baker.

Organisers said: “We want to film Lyme 
shouting Merry Christmas to all those we 
love. It can be everybody’s and anybody’s 
message to the town’s friends and family 
around the world.

Stick to original shelters plan 


Lyme Matters

T HERE are a few 
people around 
Lyme Regis, par¬ 
ticularly from the in¬ 
digenous population, 
who are muttering “I 
told you so” after hear¬ 
ing that the new Ma¬ 
rine Parade shelters 
are losing the town 
council £26,000 a year. 

There was a small but 
vociferous group of lo¬ 
cals who thought the 
£L4 million develop¬ 
ment of the shelters 
was over ambitious 
and were of the opinion 
that the inclusion of 
the two community 
rooms was a step too 
far which would prove 
to be a financial burden 
in years to come. 

One of them, town 
councillor Owen 
Lovell, pointed out that 
Lyme was already 
overstocked with halls 
and meeting places 
available for hire and 
the last thing the town 
needed was two more. 

It is difficult to argue 
that Owen and a few 
others who shared his 
views were wrong. But 
I’m going to try... 

My view is that the 
two glass fronted Lister 


and Langmoor Com¬ 
munity Rooms, with 
fabulous views over 
Lyme Bay, offered a 
brilliant marketing op¬ 
portunity but have 
been badly managed by 
the town council who 
have failed to cash in 
on their potential. 

I was the first person 
to recognise that poten¬ 
tial and have used the 
facilities of the Lister 
Room on three occa¬ 
sions to raise over 
£1,000 for Cancer Re¬ 
search UK, my 
favourite charity. 

I first booked the Lis¬ 
ter Room on Red Ar¬ 
rows Day in 2011, 
making sure that the 
Lifeboat Week commit¬ 
tee did not intend to 
use the facility and giv¬ 
ing them £50 for the 
privilege of doing so 
during their big week. 

This was soon after 
the shelters had opened 
and the council had not 
agreed a proper struc¬ 
ture for charging fees. 
In the end I insisted on 
paying £30 for an after¬ 
noon’s use. The council 
was kind enough to 
offer it for free as we 
were a charity but if I 


book the Woodmead 
Halls or Uplyme Village 
Hall I pay the going rate. 

I fully accept that char¬ 
ities should be offered 
free facilities in the two 
covered areas at parade 
level as this has always 
been the case and local 
groups over the years 
have raised many thou¬ 
sands of pounds with 
book and beach stalls, 
etc. 

I also accept that there 
should be two fee levels 
for the community 
rooms, a lower rate for 
charities and a higher 
fee for commercial activ¬ 
ities. But facilities of 
this calibre should not 
be given away for free. 

I booked the Lister 
Room again for a curry 
evening during last 
year’s Bonfire Night, 
again making profit, for 
which we were charged, 
and again for this year’s 


Red Arrows when the fa¬ 
cilities were given free 
because the council fi¬ 
nally agreed the charges. 

Had I been responsible 
for the marketing of the 
community rooms I 
would have emailed all 
local organisations in 
and around Lyme Regis 
drawing attention to the 
quality of the facilities 
and location. I would 
have also produced a 
corporate leaflet distrib¬ 
uted to firms and poten¬ 
tial hirers within a 15 
mile radius of Lyme ex¬ 
tolling the virtues of 
using this prime loca¬ 
tion for company events 
and presentations. And 
I would also have pro¬ 
moted the shelters at 
various business exhibi¬ 
tions which take place. 
In sort, adopting a proac¬ 
tive approach to selling 
the facilities. 


The Jubilee Pavilion is 
also grossly underused. 
Chris Boothroyd and his 
team of willing volun¬ 
teers, who man the in¬ 
formation desk in the 
shelters, have done a 
brilliant job. But after 
two summers of having 
someone on site at peak 
times, the most asked 
question is still 
“Where’s the toilets?” 
isitors to Lyme 
think the shelters 
are a wonderful im¬ 
provement but there’s 
just not enough going on 
inside the pavilion to 
amuse them. Of course, 
that was never the inten¬ 
tion. The concept was 
for people to come in and 
ask what was going on, 
then go out and do it. 
But not everyone who 
comes to Lyme wants to 
go fossil hunting or cliff 
walking. In the face of 


rising losses, the new 
deputy town clerk John 
Wright, who seems to me 
to be the sort of chap 
who gets things done, 
has now been instructed 
to investigate the possi¬ 
bility of leasing out one 
of the community rooms 
and one of the two pa¬ 
rade-level store rooms 
on a commercial basis. 

In this day and age, the 
council has to maximise 
its revenue opportuni¬ 
ties but I wish more con¬ 
sideration had been 
given to the economics 
of running the shelters 
and its commercial po¬ 
tential before the con¬ 
struction work started. 

Their time would be 
better spent on such 
matters rather than de¬ 
voting so much debating 
time trading insults, as 
happened yet again at 
last week’s special meet¬ 
ing over the granting of 
permission for the 
Jurassic Airlines to use 
the Jubilee Pavilion. 

The town deserves bet¬ 
ter than having to wit¬ 
ness this continual petty 
squabbling. They don’t 
have to like each other 
but they should respect 
each other’s views. 


The original plan for 
the shelters was to 
have two quality com¬ 
mercial units (Boyloys 
and the National 
Trust), both of which 
are a credit to the 
seafront, to finance the 
£500,000 loan from West 
Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil. 

But two more shop or 
cafe outlets will in¬ 
crease deliveries and 
Lyme’s prized traffic- 
free seafront will be 
commercialised even 
further and will create 
additional nuisance 
through deliveries, etc. 

With a more pro-ac¬ 
tive approach to the 
marketing of the shel¬ 
ters, I think a big dent 
could be made in that 
£26,000 loss. 

The budget for run¬ 
ning the shelters will 
include the allocation 
of staff costs. Does this 
mean that if the shel¬ 
ters were not occupied 


there would be a reduc¬ 
tion in council work¬ 
ers? If not, then that 
cost should be taken 
out of the equation as 
the personnel would be 
used elsewhere on 
council matters. It is 
not a genuine addi¬ 
tional cost. 

It is true that Lyme 
has many competing 
meeting rooms - but 
none with the market¬ 
ing potential of the Lis¬ 
ter and Langmoor 
Rooms. 

During all the discus¬ 
sions that took place 
prior to their construc¬ 
tion, I heard very little 
about them having to 
make a profit. 

The council are to be 
praised for turning the 
un-loved former shel¬ 
ters into a great 
amenity. Now they 
need to maximise its 
use - but not by aban¬ 
doning their original 
intentions. 


■ IN last week's column on the unkempt state 
of the Cobb I referred to the Cobb mason being 
Frank Stone. As many of your have pointed out 
to me it was, in fact, Jim Stone, who took great 
pride in his work. Frank Stone, known as Flint, 
was one of the great characters of the town, 
and was a plumber, not a mason.
